NATIONAL MORTGAGE BANK 
By GERARD M. J. BADOW 


j}H AT the method of lending funds to the small home builder 

_ and farmer of the country is antiquated, and therefore unduly 

| wasteful, that rates are in consequence much too high, and that 

little or no encouragement of a substantial nature is afforded the 

small but thrifty citizen to become a land and home owner is the quintes- 

sence of a paper read before the Ohio bankers association by former Gover- 

nor Myron T. Herrick and of an article appearing in the January number 

of ‘‘The Review of Reviews’”’ by Mr. Frank Bailey, Vice President of the 
Title Guaranty and Trust Company of New York. 

While the latter deals principally with conditions surrounding the ne- 
gotiation of a city loan the former advises a change in the method of making 
farm loans and for that purpose both advocate a National Mortgage bank 
conducted along the lines of the Crédit Foncier of France. 

The plan which Mr. Herrick proposes in reality would concern not so 
much the established farmer, but only the man that wants to become a 
farmer and has not the necessary capital to pay for the land, for the estab- 
lished and experienced farmer of to-day becomes a borrower only when an 
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increase of implements and machinery or an addition to his land holdings 
become imperative. 

In order to understand the functions and the probable influence of such 
mortgage bank in America it may be well to first inquire into the conditions 
which led up to the establishment of the Crédit Foncier of France, the 


growth of the same and the position it occupies to-day in the French com- 
monwealth. 


Conditions Preceding Establishment 


The coup d’état of President Louis Napoleon on December 2, 1851, 
made him the second emperor modern France had, but while the change 
from a republic to an empire was affirmed by an overwhelming vote of 
the people, 7,839,552 for and 254,501 against, his position was by no means 
all too secure. The revolutionary spirit of 1789 and 1848 was far from beng 
downed, and the economical conditions of the lower classes were anything 
but satisfactory to the country in general. 


Like England of to-day France had a great number of large landowners, 
either members of the old nobility that had returned from their exile of 
1789, or plain citizens that had been successful in retaining holdings ac- 
quired after confiscation through the temporary government of that bloody 
era. The small man owned little and had a meager chance of acquiring 
property for lack of the purchase price.

Napoleon the third made great efforts in gaining the good will of the 
working people a large percentage of which was responsible for the vote 
east against the establishment of a second empire. He actively encouraged 
promotion of every kind which would give the workman an occupation, 
and an era of great industrial activity was launched. As a matter of fact 
this activity developed almost into a mania of promotion and while it 
lasted, some very large profits were made by the promoters. But this all 
too sanguine promotion especially of public works soon over loaded the 
market with undigested securities, a great bulk of them highly watered, 
and the close relation of the credit banks with the companies behind the 
speculative schemes resulted finally in the unloading of a growing mass 
of depreciated and unsalable securities on the banks. A general disaster 
seemed unavoidable. 


Government Charters Crédit Foncier 


But for the timely interference of the French Government the collapse 
would have occurred. Instead of starting diverse trust or criminal prose- 
cutions against the companies involved, as our Government would likely 
have done, it went about combining the most stable of these speculating 
stock concerns and formed a new company, which was chartered in 1858 
under the name of the Crédit Foncier. Instead of doing a general promot- 
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ing business this company was to lend its funds not only to the land owner, 
but particularly assist the small wage earner and farmer in obtaining funds 
wherewith to acquire a home and land. 

In order to hasten the early growth of this institution and to encourage 
lending money at low rates the Government agreed to pay a cash bonus of 
$2,000,000 into the treasury of the Crédit Foncier as soon as an income of 
$40,000,000 could be shown on its books in the form of interest paid and 
principal partly or totally repaid. 

It can not have taken the Crédit Foncier very long to earn that bonus, 
as up to date more than a billion dollars have been loaned and about half 
a billion dollars are outstanding at this writing. 







































Conduct of the Loan Business 


The mortgages of the Crédit Foncier run for long time, and practically 
never can be called unless by reason of default in interest payments and 
even then the borrower, if he has for five years kept up his payments regu- 
larly, has six months time to make the overdue payment before foreclosure 
proceedings may be instituted. Statistics show the percentage of fore- 
closure to be so small, that for all practical purposes it might be asserted 
that they do not occur at all. 


Interest Rule is Uniform 


The interest rate is uniformly 4 per cent no matter in what part of 
France the borrower may live, and to this rate he is required to add one, 
two or more per cent according to his means which are credited to the sink- 
ing fund of his debt. Supposing a farmer borrowed $1000 paying 4 per 
cent for the use of the money and adding 3% per cent a year for the 
amortization of the mortgage debt, his loan would be repaid within twenty 
years without his having to accumulate and pay out at any time more than 
$75 annually, an amount equal to the interest alone netted the investor in 
farm mortgages of the far west of this country. Loans are solicited and sub- 
mitted to the central office in Paris through branch managers stationed in 
every district of the country and through the Treasury agents of the Gov- 
ernment which may be found in every town that has a National depositary. 

These branch managers owe their appointment to the governor of the 
society, as do the sixty odd inspectors and appraisers who travel mostly out 
of Paris in all directions. 


Character of its Government 


The Central office in Paris is in charge of a board of twenty three di- 
rectors among which are the three treasurers general. They carry on the 
actual loan business and submit the finances of the company once a year to 
the inspection of a board of two hundred of the largest stockholders. On 
this occasion all matters of policy are considered and voted upon. The ease 
with which funds were procured, the low rate charged by the society for 
the use of its money and the paternal interest taken in the individual bor- 
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rower caused of course the demand for loans to rise tremendously and 
additional capital had to be procured to continue in business, without the 
necessity of raising the rate of interest. 

The Crédit Foncier, therefore, resorted to the issuance of debentures 
based on a certain percentage of mortgage securities deposited in its value. 
In order to facilitate the sale of these bonds the French Government grad- 
ually lent more and more of its authority to the venture, until it virtually 
controlled the Crédit Foncier in all its functions. This domination was ob- 
tained by the simple device of first only approving and finally outright 
appointing the officials of the big bank. 


Government Control Is Beneficial 

To-day the Government appoints the Governor and the two subgover- 
nors of the Crédit Foncier, and these three have the appointive power over 
every official from the Secretary General down to the branch managers, 
field inspectors and their respective staffs of assistants. While the General 
assembly of stockholders elects a committee of two hundred of their most 
heavily interested members and they again elect a board of twenty three 
members which carries on the business of the company, each one of the 
twenty three members must first be approved of by the Governor, before 
assuming charge. And not only that but neither the board of twenty three 
nor the general assembly of two hundred stockholders can carry out a 
single resolution or put into effect any changes agreed upon without the 
approval of the Governor, in whom is vested the power of vetoing anything 
put before him by either one of the two bodies. 


French Treasury Is a Factor 

It goes without saying that the effect of this Government control has 
been vastly beneficial to the affairs of the concern. Their Bonds although 
netting only 3 per cent are continuously oversubscribed three and four 
times, as soon as they are put on the market, dividends in consequence have 
been large and regular. As to the stockholders of the society, they have 
gladly given in to the government control as it assures them a never fail- 
ing substantial dividend on their stock without entailing any responsibility 
at all, which to all practical purposes rests in the Government. 

The fact is so generally recognized that should it ever happen that the 
earning of the company could not net the customary dividend, the stock 
holders would undoubtedly apply to the National Treasury for the same. 

The only token by which the Crédit Foncier might still be recognized 
as a private institution, is the fact that it pays the salaries of all employees 
from the Governor to the last clerk, this privilege the French Government 
did not have the heart to take away from its protegee. 


Might Be Desirable In This Country 
That the creation of such institution in the United States would be 
highly desirable from the standpoint of the small borrower and that it is 
quite feasible can of course not bé denied, but let us see if it would be ad- 
visable to imitate the French Government in this regard. 
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Undoubtedly cheap money, lent to any honest man that wants to go into 
farming seriously would enable him to acquire the necessary land on what 
would practically amount to an installment plan. Again the borrowers 
prepayment option being unlimited, there would be given a decided en- 
couragement to save in good times and pay a little more than is demanded 
thus hastening the advent of the day when the property in question be- 
comes his own. It would also assist the established farmer to carry on a 
more scientific farming, a dire need of the day, and would make the rate 
of farm loan money uniform all over this country, as the funds would 
come from one source and a loan could, if accepted be negotiated within ten 
to fourteen days, while it takes now many weeks in the far western states 
that have to seek a market for the loan before lending the money. 


Might Check Money Accumulations 


The huge sums of money that from time to time pile up in our banks, 
waiting for better times would instead be invested in these debenture bonds 
that would be absolutely independent of any fluctuation in the general © 
money market. And the money would go where it could do the country in 
general the greatest good, for we are approaching the day when there will 
be no more rough lands to be homesteaded. The January issue of this 
magazine called attention to the small increase of four per cent during the 
last ten years in the acreage of farm lands, against an increase of 21 per 
cent in population during the same period with an additional decrease of 
rural population of 6 per cent. 


Unoccupied Acreage Is Limited 


But a little over seventy six million acres remain still unoccupied, and 
adding to that the tillable land which, although occupied, is as yet not cul- 
tivated, we have a total reserve of four hundred and seventy-two and one-half 
million acres which would come under the plow at an earlier date, and make 
for a decided lowering of the cost of living if more and cheaper money was ob- 
tainable by those that are willing to go out and make the soil productive. 

Such funds without any doubt could be easier obtained if we had a 

- Mortgage bank like the Crédit Foncier of France. But would the ad- 
vantages accruing from such an institution give ample compensation for 
the unavoidable disadvantages that would soon appear in a country like 
ours? That is the deciding question. 


Politics the Dangerous Feature 


The United States at this moment is engaged in a struggle to obtain for 
herself a government of, for and by the people as against the rule of the 
interests. Some of the most basic principles of freedom and equality are 
as yet not attained and the adoption of European devices, such as a Na- 
tional mortgage bank, before having affected a non-partisan government in 
municipal, state and National affairs, would far more impair than improve 
the present system, which after all has been brought to a high grade of effi- 
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ciency and rests on a basis of honest and fair chances to everyone seeking 
funds wherewith to build a home or cultivate a section of land. 

Anybody who is familiar with the tendency of the politician of to-day 
to expect substantial returns for favors granted before or promised after 
election must at once see that an institution like the Crédit Foncier created 
in the United States would in a short time develope into the most formidable 
weapon in the hands of any chief executive surpassing in effect even the 
machine that has been built up through the postoffice and the department 
of justice. 

It is by no means a far fetched supposition that a farmer would have 
a slim chance to obtain a loan of the National mortgage bank as long as its 
officers and employees were appointed by an administration of the opposite 
party, unless he was willing to sacrifice a part of his conviction and pull 
himself far enough together to vote the right ticket when it is placed 
before him. 


Would Strengthen Machine Politics 


There is scarcely any doubt that the administration, which advocated a 
law creating such mortgage bank would easily be able to pass it, for every 
politician of the good old type, would vote for it and create for himself 
the everlasting support of the farmers and wage earners of his political 
faith and incidentally assist in the perpetuation ad infinitum of the party 
which happens to be in power when the law is passed. For with the crea- 


tion of an American Crédit Foncier, the other party may as well forego 
any further hopes of ever coming to power again.

PROPOSED CURRENCY REFORM 
By ROBERT W. BONYNGE 


Member of the National Monetary Commission 


been slow to comprehend that the 

great function as med by the banks of the country is not the 

s| receiving and paying out of money, but it is the manufacturing 

“ of credit, selling and buying credit through the exchanges that 

are created by the loans made by the banks, by the deposits left with them 
and the checks drawn against them, through which the products of the 
soil and of the factory are daily exchanged. It is for that reason that this 
question appeals so strongly to the Credit Man, for 95 per cent or more of 
the business of this country is carried on through credit, and not through 


money. 
We have all come to the conclusion that there was something wrong with 


our monetary system, and I think the panic of 1907 brought home most 
forcibly to the attention of the American people the fact that the banking 
and currency laws of this country are absolutely faulty and so inadequate 
as to be unable to carry the ever expanding business of the country. The 
result was the appointment of a monetary commission to study the prob- 
lems and to offer a concrete proposition for the-correction of the defects in 
our monetary system. It would be absolutely impossible within the neces- 
sarily prescribed limits to enter into a detailed discussion either of the de- 
fects in our present system or of the plan proposed by the commission for 
their correction. I must content myself, therefore, by simply referring to, 
or rather mentioning, the leading defects in the system, and giving to you, 
in the most concise and succinct manner possible, the plan proposed by the 
commission for the correction of these defects. 


Some of the Present Defects 


In the report recently filed by the Monetary Commission, we set forth 
some seventeen defects. I shall not mention all of these, because, in my 
judgment, it is not necessary. There are, however, three fundamental de- 
fects which, if corrected, I believe will give us a scientific and workable 
system. These three defects are, first, our antiquated system of reserve, 
under which a portion of the resources of the banks of the country is scat- 
tered among the many thousand units making up our series of banks, rather 
than our system of banks, and which renders those reserves absolutely in- 
effective for use in eases of emergency, and under which system of reserves, 
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another portion is locked up in the vaults of the banks, so that they become 
wholly unavailable for use. 

We have in this country about $1,500,000,000 of actual money in the 
banks of the country, against deposits aggregating in round numbers, $15,- 
000,000,000 and that $1,500,000,000 is seattered among the 25,000 banks 
making up our so-called banking system. No one of these banks has suffi- 
cient of it to meet any unusual demands of its own depositors. I think it 
must be evident to anyone that if we had an army of 1,000,000 men, divided 
into 25,000 little organizations, a very much smaller army, properly organ- 
ized, could easily overcome the larger army. That is exactly the situation 
in reference to our reserves. Under that system, also, through the dealings 
of the country banks with the city reserve banks, and the city reserve banks 
with the great central city reserve banks, there is a tendency for the accum- 
ulation of the idle funds of the country in the great money centres, particu- 
larly in New York city, which leads to the use of those funds in stock 
speculation, and the tying up of the money of the country in the fluctuations 
of stocks. 

Lack of Concentration of Reserves 

The second defect is that we have not provided any method by which 
the banks of the country can properly co-operate for their own mutual 
protection in times of emergency, in spite of the enormous resources we 
possess as a nation in banking power. Why, gentlemen, we have in this 
country more than 20 per cent of the entire monetary gold supply of the 
world, and more than 40 per cent of the banking power of all the nations 
of the earth combined. These 25,000 banks have a combined capital stock 
of $2,000,000,000. They have deposits of about $15,000,000,000 and have 
resources of $22,000,000,000 and an actual money reserve of $1,500,000,000, 
and notwithstanding all this enormous wealth and all these resources, this 
is the only great commercial nation of the earth that has been disgraced 
during the past 50 years by a collapse of its banking system. 


Cannot Make Failures Impossible 

Of course it is true that no plan can be devised that will make impos- 
sible the failure of a bank through the dishonesty or mismanagement of its 
officers. As long as human nature remains what it is, there will be bank 
failures, due to bad investments on the part of the officers, or to dishon- 
esty in some cases on their part, but there is no other great commercial na- 
tion of the world that has not been able to devise a banking system that 
ean confine these things to the individual banks and not permit the failure 
of one bank to involve the entire banking system of the country. 

Why, in 1907, when the Knickerbocker Trust Company and some other 
institutions in New York City suspended, we had in this country not only 
all the wealth I have referred to, and the enormous banking power, but 
we actually had in our Treasury more than $1,000,000,000 of gold, and yet 
with that billion dolkars of gold locked up in our National Treasury, we 
were compelled to go practically on bended knee, supplicating ‘‘The Old 
Lady of Threadneedle Street,’’ (as the Bank of England is known in the 
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financial world), to come to our rescue, at a time when the Bank of Eng- 
land only had $165,000,000 of gold in its vaults to meet all its demands. 
With that billion and a half, nearly, of gold in our own Treasury, we went 
to the Bank of England, and they loaned us the gold, and then, through 
their system, that bank raised its discount rate from 3 per cent until it got 
to 7 per cent and it attracted gold from all the other great European na- 
tions, and when it got through helping us, it had more gold in its vaults 
than before it commenced the operation. 


Our Inaction a National Disgrace 

Is it not a disgrace, that a nation as powerful and rich as ours should 
be dependent financially upon some other country and look to that country 
to tide us over an emergency? Our banks are unable to avail themselves 
of these great resources, for there is no system by which they can co-op- 
erate for the maintenance of the general credit conditions of the country. 
That is the second great defect in our system. 

The third was referred to by the first gentleman who spoke to you. It 
has been discussed a great many times and I shall simply mention it. It is 
the non-elasticity, as it is termed, of our bond-secured bank note currency, 
which, in a broader sense, includes the non-elasticity of our entire credit 
system. 

These, gentlemen, are the three great defects which, in my judgment, 
must be corrected, if we are to have in our country a banking system 
worthy the name of a system. We have heard a great deal lately about an 
investigation of what is termed ‘‘The Money Trust.’’ I feel confident, 
gentlemen, that if that investigation is thoroughly and properly conducted, 
it will result in the conclusion on the part of the investigators that the de- 
feets in our present banking system are responsible for the present concen- 
tration of the surplus moneys of the country in Wall St., and their use in 
speculative movements there. The banks of New York are not clothed with 
the power to properly discharge the function of acting as the custodian of 
the reserves of the other banks of the country. They do the best they can 
under the faulty system, but we never can have any permanent solution of 
the problem until that system itself has been corrected. 


Study Systems in Use Abroad 

When the Monetary Commission looked for a plan to propose in this 
country, it was perhaps natural that we should have considered the sys- 
tems in use in the other great commercial nations that have been able to 
avoid such banking panics as we have had in the past. Very early in our 
investigation, we concluded that there was no country on the face of the 
earth that had a system that could be transplanted in its entirety and made 
workable in this country. We found in all the other great commercial 
nations of the world that each has a central bank which acts as the custo- 
dian for the reserves of the other banks, and, under governmental super- 
vision, regulates the monetary matters of that country, besides doing a 
general banking business. We decided that such an institution would not 
be fitted to our economic and political conditions. We had, early in our 
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history as a nation, a central bank, and we all know what the fate was of 
the first and second Banks of the United States. Therefore, we concluded 
that if we decided to reconstruct such an institution, or one like the Bank 
of England, or the Imperial Bank of Germany, or the Bank of France, the 
probabilities would be that it would meet with the same fate that befell 
the first and second banks of the United States. Consequently, after much 
thought and deliberation, we decided we should recommend to the Con- 
gress of the United States the establishment of an institution which should 
be entirely American in the form of its organization, in the scope of its 
power, and the manner in which that power should be exercised. We have 
now independent banking institutions interested in the localities where the 
banks are located, and these banks are meeting the necessities of their lo- 
ealities in ordinary times, but we have no institution or organization that 
looks after the general financial condition of the country. 


Plan Proposed to Remedy This 

When we looked for a model on which we could formulate an institution 
that would be fitted to our own economic and political conditions, it was 
quite natural that we should have considered our political government. We 
are all familiar with how the government is divided for political purposes. 
We have our separate cities and towns which discharge their duties for the 
inhabitants. These cities and towns are united into the counties, and the 
counties are formed into the states, and the states make the laws for the 
government and regulation of the smaller units making up the state, and 
the general laws for the regulation of the business of the state. Finally, 
those states are united into the great general nation, that guards and pro- 
tects the interests of all. 

We have proposed the creation of a National Reserve Association that 
shall be absolutely modeled upon that form of organization. You will re- 
call how, when the Government of the United States was being formed and 
the Constitution being framed, there was great fear on the part of the 
smaller states that if there should by any Union or general government, 
somehow or other the great and powerful states, like Virginia and New 
York, would be able to control the destinies of that Union, or else to dom- 
inate its affairs. For one hundred and twenty-five years we have lived un- 
der the government that was then established and there is not a state in 
the Union now that would destroy that Union if it could. The smaller 
states have, indeed, reaped the greater benefit from that arrangement. 


Would Centralize Our Resources 

We are proposing, in the financial affairs of the Nation an institution 
that will do for us in finance what the general government has done for us 
in political affairs, and in making us the greatest nation on the face of the 
earth. We have the powers, we have the resources, and there is no reason 
on earth why this should not be the greatest financial nation of the world, 
and the financial centre of the Universe should be located upon American 
soil. It can be, and it will be, if we provide a proper organization for our 
banks. 
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We propose then, following out the simile of our National organization 
for political purposes, first, to group the independent banks of the country 
into local associations, which local associations are each to be made up of a 
minimum of ten banks, having a combined capital stock of not less than 
$5,000,000. These local associations in financial affairs would correspond 
to counties in political affairs. The local associations would then be grouped 
into district associations, and the entire country would be divided into fif- 
teen districts, around the fifteen leading financial centres of the country. 
The fifteen districts would then compose The National Reserve Association. 
All of the banks of the country,—the State as well as the National,—that 
come up to the standard provided in the bill (which in general is the same 
as that provided in the National Banking laws), would be eligible to mem- 
bership in the Reserve Association. 


Seek to Provide Ample Safeguards 


It was realized that every safeguard would have to be provided to pre- 
vent that association being controlled by political interests, and every safe- 
guard that could be conceived of has been adopted to prevent such control. 
In the first place, no group of interests could possibly get control of the 
stock of the Association, because that stock could only be held by the banks 
of the country, and each bank would only be permitted to subscribe for its 
pro-rata share of the stock, based on its own amount of capital stock. Each 
bank would subscribe for an amount of stock in the Reserve Association 
equivalent to 20 per cent of the capital of the subscribing bank, one half 
to be paid in, and one half subject to call in case of emergency. The stock 
would be absolutely non-transferrable,—it could not be hypothecated or 
sold. A bank that owned any of the stock of the Reserve Association which 
later passed into liquidation would receive from the Reserve Association 
the par value of the stock. Consequently, the ownership of the stock of the 
Reserve Association would be as broad as the Nation, and every portion of 
the country entitled to its share. 


Safeguarding the Control 


In the selection of the directors, we have adopted a novel plan, by which 
in each of the associations the stock ownership would only be entitled to a 
minority representation. I shall only refer to the organization briefly. 
There would be forty-six directors of the National organization, seven of 
which would be executive officers of the Government, holding their posi- 
tions ex-officio,—the Secretary of the Treasury, Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor, the Secretary of the Interior, the Secretary of Agriculture, the 
Comptroller of the Currency; and the Governor and two Deputy Gover- 
nors; the Governor being selected by the President of the United States 
from a list of eligibles submitted to him by the Board of Directors of the 
National Reserve Association. Each district would then be entitled to 
elect two directors, one director to represent the banks, and the other 
would have to be chosen from the business men of the community, in no 
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way associated either as officers or directors, according to the provision of 
the bill, with any banking association or other financial institution. 

We were criticised when the plan was given out for making that prop- 
osition. The New York Times criticised it and said it was unjust that New 
York, with 30 per cent of the banking resources of the country, should be 
only represented by 10 per cent on the board. We are following out, how- 
ever, the same principle that is recognized by the United States in the Sen- 
ate of the United States. Each State in the Union has an equal voice in 
the Senate of the United States. New York, with its 9,000,000 inhabitants, 
has no greater voting power in the Senate than Nevada with its less than 
100,000 population. 

Is to Serve the Interests of All 


This institution is to be one to serve the interests of the country as a 
whole, and therefore we saw to it that there should be representation upon 
that board for every section of the country and for every legitimate busi- 
ness interest, wherever it might be located. The other nine directors would 
be selected by the different districts through voting representatives, each 
voting representative being entitled to cast a vote equal to the shares of 
stock held by the banks in the district he represented, and no two of these 
nine could come from any one district, so that, on the National as well as 
on the district board, the stockholding interest would have a minority rep- 
resentation. Those, then, are some of the provisions that have been taken 
to provide against the possibility of control by financial interests. 


How the Powers are Delegated 

In the formation of the Union, the great question was what powers 
should be delegated to the National Government, and what retained by 
the States. So I presume, in the creation of the Reserve Association, the 
great question is, What are to be the powers of the National Reserve Asso- 
ciation, and how will the exercise of those powers cure the defects in our 
present monetary system? This institution could have no powers except 
those that were strictly and absolutely delegated to it by the law creating 
it, and those powers may be classed under four headings. I will only briefly 
refer to them to-night. 


Would Act as Fiscal Agent of Government 

In the first place, the National Reserve Association would act as fiscal 
agent of the Government. All of the collections made by the National 
Government would be deposited with the different branches of the Reserve 
Association, and all payments made by the government would be through 
that institution. No longer would we gather a large amount of money in 
the Treasury of the United States, there to be held, withdrawn from the 
channels of trade, making it necessary to go to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, as we have so often in the past, to come to the rescue of the country 
in times of financial distress. 

We do not provide for the payment of interest, for the reason that this 
institution is not to be a money making institution, for it is provided that 
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after the stockholders have received 5 per cent dividends, and a surplus of 
20 per cent is accumulated, all of the excess earnings will be absolutely 
paid in to the Treasury of the United States Government, for the benefit of 
all of the people, and through that the Government would get a much 
larger return than by way of interest. 


Would Become Custodian for Reserves 


The second duty this association would perform would be to act as cus- 
todian for the reserves of the banks of the country. We would thus have 
gathered in one place a large amount of the lawful money of the United 
States, which would be available for use in any part of the country, where- 
ever and whenever it might be required. 

The chief function, however, and the function that most vitally interests 
the credit men of the country would be that this association would be al- 
lowed to re-discount for the independent banks of the country their com- 
mercial paper. It would practically be a great National clearing house for 
the credits of the country. 


Note Issue Function is a Means to an End 

In order that this institution might be able to discharge this great func- 
tion, it is necessary it should have note issuing power. It is proposed, there- 
fore, to substitute for our present bond-secured bank note currency, notes 
issued on the banking principle, being based upon a lawful money reserve 
ordinarily of 50 per cent and the balance covered by the short time com- 
mercial paper re-discounted for the banks of the country, or bonds of the 
United States. 

With those powers, this Association would be able to meet every legiti- 
mate need of the business of the country. In other words, in place of a 
currency that is inflexible, and dependent upon the financial needs of the 
Government, we would substitute a system based upon the business needs 
of the country. 

Refers to Foreign Note Issues 

We have become quite familiar with the bond-secured bank note cur- 
rency, and sometimes the question arises whether such a currency as we 
propose would be safe. The Bank of France has been issuing its notes on 
that basis for more than 100 years. It was organized by the great Napo- 
leon, and through all the vicissitudes that the French people have under- 
gone since that time, and the different changes of Government,—under the 
Empire, the Kingdom, the Second Republic, the Second Empire, and the 
Third Republic, as well as the Commune, the great Bank of France has gone 
on meeting the legitimate needs of the nation. Its notes have always been 
good. They commanded a less premium in the streets of Paris when the 
German Eagle was marching triumphantly through those streets than did 
our own national bank notes in the streets of New York during the panic 
of 1907. 

Such a system would give to the business men of the country the relief 
they need. This institution would not be a central bank; it would not in 
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any way interfere with the business now being carried on by the independ- 
ent banks. They would continue to transact their business just as they do 
now, receiving deposits from their patrons, and making their loans to their 
own depositors and the public. The institution would only serve as an aid 
and assistance to these banks, so that they would be able at all times to 
meet the wants of their patrons. 


Would Avert Banking Panics 


I firmly believe that if we can succeed in establishing such an institution 
in our country, banking panics will no longer come to disgrace us. The 
proper method to pursue on the approach of a panic is to liberally extend 
credit to all solvent customers at some rate of interest. Our banks are 
now unable to discharge that duty, because they don’t know where they 
ean turn for assistance in times of stress. Consequently, they join with 
the-depositors in an attempt to get into their possession as large an amount 
of the lawful money of the country as is possible, and lock it up in their 
vaults. But with such an institution as I have described, each individual 
bank in the country would feel perfectly safe to extend credit at all times 
to those who are entitled to credit, at some rate of interest, because each 
independent bank would know that if the emergency did arise, it could 
take the notes of the solvent customers to the Reserve Association and there 
either re-discount them for lawful money, or exchange them for the notes 


of the Reserve Asociation, which would be redeemable at all times in law- 
ful money. 


Is the Greatest Problem to be Solved 


This is indeed the greatest economic question before the American peo- 
ple, and one that vitally interests you. It cannot be settled unless there is 
an intelligent public opinion aroused. The great banks of the country usu- 
ally are able to take care of themselves, and during panic years the strong 
ones usually make large profits. It is the business men who have been 
forced into bankruptcy or to sacrifice their assets, and who have actually 
stood the losses in times of panic. It is up to the business men of the coun- 
try, then, to see that this Sword of Damocles that now hangs over every 
man in business shall be removed, but you cannot succeed in doing this, 
unless you familiarize yourself with the subject and then bring pressure 
to bear on the Congress. It took united and persistent action on the part 
of the great statesmen in the early days of our history to bring about the 
adoption of the Constitution, and it will take the united action of men 


engaged in gainful occupation throughout this country to bring this to a 
consummation.

DIAGNOSIS OF THE MONETARY BILL 


By ANDREW JAY FRAME 


President of the Waukesha (Wis.) National Bank and Former President 
of the American Bankers’ Association 


)| H E momentous question before the American people to-day in 
relation to a National Reserve Bank, as presented to Congress 
by the National Monetary Commission, profoundly affects us 
all. As I have been an active banker for half a century, and 
have passed thro the panies of ‘73 °93 and 1907, I have felt the ill ef- 
fects of wholesale cash suspension by banks, which brings in its train 
general paralysis of trade and industry, throws men out of employment 
and turns the tide of progress backward. These experiences have so 
deeply impressed me that a eure should be effected, that I have for fif- 
teen years before state and national bankers’ associations, bankers’ clubs, 
etc., constantly advocated a central reserve bank for us on lines similar 
to the progressive world’s proved method. A bank without branches to 
bring us relief in the day of trouble. Not a bank to in any manner mo- 
nopolize or compete with our splendid independent banking system in 
normal times. In short, a bank to be our servant but not our master at 
any time. 





Depends on Banking System 

We hear much about the shortcomings of our banking system. Some 
say it is the ‘‘worst in the world,’’ and even the report of the National 
Monetary Commission impresses upon us that it is radically wrong. I 
emphatically assert the contrary. When we consider the testimony of 
Canadian experts, as reported by the Monetary Commission hearings, and 
find the amazing statement that the comparative bank failures in Canada 
are five times those under the National Banking system and depositors 
and stockholders share a similar fate; when we consider that the 
$35,000,000 losses which accrued in the failure of the Seotch City of Glas- 
gow Bank in 1878, approximates the total loss to all the depositors in all 
the national banks of the United States since 1863; when we consider that 
most of the states of the United States now have good laws along the lines 
of the beneficent National Banking Act, regulating state banks; when we 
consider old world bank failures as exemplified by comparison with ours 
in my address of 1902, before the State Bankers’ Association of Michigan, 
we ought all to feel proud of the national banking system as the best the 
world has ever produced. 
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The only radical change we need is not in our banking functions, but 
we will all concede is in our faulty rigid currency system. The crux of 
this problem lies in penalized flexibility ‘of currency as a governor to our 
engine. Cure this defect; swing thé few states with lax or no laws regu- 
lating banks into line; authorize the establishment of banks to do business 
throughout the world, and maintain inviolate the world’s gold standard 
and the coast will be cleared naturally and not artificially to march on- 
ward and upward in our wonderful course. 


A Bit of Financial History 


The Monetary Commission, I believe, through its reports, has made an 
honést effort to enlighten us with the progressive world’s experiences and 
present banking conditions. Most of the publications are extremely val- 
uable. Some are necessarily filled with much chaff and little wheat, in- 
terspersed with fallacies. Senator Aldrich presented his tentative findings 
in March last year, which findings the Currency Committee of the Ameri- 
ean Bankers’ Association (or at least five members out of fifteen) sought 
to amend, just before the Executive Council met in May. It was reported 
to the Council that the Monetary Commission had practically accepted the 
A. B. A. Currency Committee amendments, and thereupon. without digest- 
ing the complex questions, resolved ‘‘that if enacted into law it will correct 
all the principal defects of our present banking and currency system.’’ 
I was asked to present the perfect measure, but declined to stultify myself. 


Urges an Open Discussion 


As this presentation did not stay perfect long, Senator Aldrich sub- 
mitted an amended tentative plan, just before the American Bankers’ As- 
sociation met in New Orleans in November. Without waiting for the 
bankers to calmly and deliberately digest the subject, as has been the 
custom for ten years past under ring control, the steam roller worked over- 
time and an ‘‘ex parte’’ miscarriage of justice occurred. A bombardment 
of attorneys for the prosecution with no one invited to defend the case 
took place. Another ‘‘unqualified’’ endorsement of the new plan passed 
with only one ‘‘No,’’ even if others for diverse reasons failed to vote at 
all. I simply cite these facts, not to air them in public, but to show to 
Congress the undignified and unfair methods pursued by the powers that 
be in the great American Bankers’ Association. 

I again reassert that if the American Bankers’ Association is to pre- 
serve its usefulness, it will overturn ring control, and make an open forum 


for fair discussion by both sides to any controversy and let the majority 
rule. 


Turns to Formal Bill 


As a formal ‘‘bill’? somewhat different from the other perfect and 
‘‘unqualifiedly’’ correct measures, has now been presented to Congress 
and the people, we can doubtless take a little time to diagnose it. 
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Further, as the Monetary Commission claims the bill as tentative, and 
Congress awaits criticism that the bill may be perfected, as far as possible, 
I venture a short diagnosis of it, trusting for an impartial hearing, to the 
end that necessary flexibility, not monopolization, inflation and over-ex- 
pansion of credit, may result. 


Would Carefully Analyze Measure 


Further, I appeal to the intelligent bankers of the country, even if the 
bill is complex, to ponder carefully this analysis before swallowing the 
bait, hook and all, as it takes ten years after the bill is passed to amend 
it in any manner. Remember ‘‘an ounce of prevention is worth a pound 
of cure.”’ Do not sleep in confident peace that your interests will be fully 
safeguarded by the Currency Committee of the American Bankers’ As- 
sociation. It is a well-known fact that the guiding spirit of this Committee, 
if in his power, would crush the independent banking system, and substi- 
tute therefore branch banking and asset currency. The balance of the 
Committee heretofore seems to have acquiesced. Further, it is an inside 
fact that at least one non-conservative amendment to the monetary bill, 
urged by the Currency Committee, was rejected and another’s wings were 
clipped by the Monetary Commission, against the protest of the Currency 
Committee. I assert the whole trend of the A. B. A. Currency Committee 
amendments spells a menace to conservatism, except admission of state 
banks and trust companies, but this committee simply carried out what 
others insisted was necessary. I pray you, listen! If my reasoning is log- 
ical, act! If not, we will swallow the camel with you. 


Features Which are Acceptable 


In my judgment, as to capital; stockholders, including state banks 
and trust companies; earnings and dividends; executive officers, directors 
and methods of electing; deposits; disposition of United States bonds; the 
development of foreign banking institutions; general rediscounting fune- 
tions for relief measures, as stated in paragraphs 26 and 32 of the mone- 
tary bill—in most material respects, yes. 


Features That are Opposed 


Contra—(1) But as to arrogant supervision of stockholders; (2) redis- 
counts and guarantees thro the local associations; (3) acceptance priv- 
ileges to all national banks; (4) unnecessary branches; (5) reserves of the 
National Reserve Association; (6) and easy currency inflation methods 
—in most respects, no. 

Permit answers to these seriatim. 

Answer to No. 1:— 

The following in substance appears as part of the bill. ‘‘Seetion 44.— 
All subseribing banks shall, under regulation to be prescribed by the Na- 
tional Reserve Association, make a report monthly, or oftener if required, 
to said Association showing the principal items of their balance sheets.”’ 
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‘Section 45.—For all reports of national bank examiners, one copy 
shall be filed with the National Reserve Association for its use and branches 
also.’’ (Evidently whether the bank is a stockholder in the Reserve As- 
sociation or not.) 

‘*Section 46.—The National Reserve Association may accept copies of 
the reports of national and state banks, also trust companies’ examiners, 
for subscribing banks; provided, however, that the standard meets the 
requirements prescribed by the National Reserve Association. The Na- 
tional Reserve Association shall have the right at any time to examine, or 
cause to be examined by its own representatives, any subserfbing bank, 
etc.’’ 


‘*Section 22.—(In part.) The National Reserve Association may sus- 
pend a bank from the privileges of membership, etc.’’ 


Give Unpublished History 


These sections seem rather presumptuous, but permit me to amplify 
them by adding a little unpublished history. I violate no secrets as the 
conference did not appear to be a star chamber procedure, when I say 
that on invitation I attended a meeting in Chicago last November, where 
the monetary bill, also a revision of the aged National Currency Act, was 
under consideration. Present: The chairman and several members of the 
Monetary Commission; also the vice-chairman and several A. B. A. Cur- 
rency Committee members. The comptroller of the currency and a few 
prominent St. Paul, Minneapolis, St. Louis and Chicago bankers: In dis- 
cussing the feature of supervision of banks, the vice-chairman of the Cur- 
rency Committee of the A. B. A. was the chief spokesman. He appeared 
to think the foregoing cited sections were about right, except that sub- 
scribing banks should be examined by the examiners for the National Re- 
serve Association, and not by the examiners for the comptroller of the 
currency or state examiners. While discussing the question, he asked the 
comptroller what his present annual salary was. The answer came, 
“*$5,000.”’ The vice-chairman said it was inadequate for a man of his 
standing, and suggested $8,000 or $10,000, as an amendment. The comp- 
troller immediately replied: ‘‘This is an inopportune time to ask an in- 
crease, because if this National Reserve Association bill goes thro, one-half 
of my occupation will be gone.’’ 


Loans and Discounts 


Brother bankers, are these sections tempered with reason, or are they 
a cloak to throw overboard the comptroller of the currency and state bank 
examiners, and then arrogantly boss the independent banks of the coun- 
try? I leave the question to you without further comment. 

Before analyzing objections two and three, to clinch the arguments 
permit the presentation of some valuable illuminating facts not hereto- 
fore presented to the public. The reports of the comptroller of the cur- 
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rency indicate that the national, state, private and savings banks and trust 
companies of the United States have under head of ‘‘loans and discounts’’ 
—in round numbers—17,000 millions of dollars divided about as follows: 


In state, municipal, railroad and other bonds and stocks 
Real estate loans on mortgages and R. E. collateral 3,000 millions 


Demand and time paper, with stocks, bonds, and other personal securities as ie 
collateral 4,000 millions 


Demand and time—two or more names ............ Mockwneaeme eens awe 3,000 millions 
Single name and firm, unsecured 


17,000 millions 


Defends Investments in Bonds 


Here is nearly half of the whole, invested in long time bonds, and real 
estate mortgages. Four thousand millions is collateraled as indicated—of 
the balance, 2,000 millions is single, unsecured paper and reason and ex- 
perience tell us that 3,000 to 4,000 millions of dollars is all the strictly live 
paper extant. Banks all over the country are tumbling over themselves 
to get such quick, liquid paper first, then they seek other less desirable 
investments. I challenge any one to prove that practically every legit- 
imate call for a live loan or discount since our overstrained condition in 
1907, even through crop moving seasons, was not supplied instanter. In 
view of these facts, not theories, why should the air be surcharged with 
the fallacious arguments that we must have added monopolistic facilities 
to care for legitimate demands by rediscounts through—first, A national 
reserve bank and branches; second, Through say 200 manufactured local 
associations; third, On national bank acceptances? Amazing philosophy. 

We cheerfully concede the necessity for a reserve bank with powers 
to issue additional highly taxed currency, to automatically supply flexi- 
bility of rediscounts as provided under Sections 26 and 32, purely as a 
relief measure to prevent cash suspensions by banks in the day of stress. 
These provisions meet all our reasonable requirements. The 2d is super- 
fluous and the 3d dangerous. Let us see. 


; Local Association Feature 

Answer to No. 2:— 

“*Section 20.—Any member of a local association may apply to such 
association for a guaranty of the commercial paper which it desires to 
rediscount at the branch of the National Reserve Association in its district. 
Any such bank receiving a guaranty from a local association shall pay a 
commission to the local association, to be fixed in each case by its board 
of directors. Expenses and losses in excess of commissions shall be met 
by an assessment on members pro rata, ete.’’ 

If one-half of the banks in the United States took stock in the reserve 
bank there would be say 200 local associations, as all stockholders must 
join and cannot get out. If the proposition is practical the ‘‘board of 
directors’? must have an office, and even if chosen from different sections, 
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must be in daily session to pass on and guarantee paper. This is expen- 
sive. Again, banks must pay a commission on all guaranteed paper, and 
if any losses occur then all members of the local association, whether they 
ever ask for a rediscount or not, must share the pro rata losses and ex- 


ree Where Boards Would be Expensive 

Under such conditions, where capital is at all abundant, and where 
banks can obtain rediscounts.with their city correspondents, would not 
these many boards be expensive and useless appendages?’ The very banks 
that ought to be denied the right, would be the very ones to ask it. If so, 
I ask in all fairness, is it practical, logical or just to saddle losses by com- 
pulsion on the many conservative banks which never rediscount, instead 
of where it belongs upon the National Reserve Association, which dis- 
counts the paper? I am convinced that for these reasons many conserva- 
tive banks would not take stock in the Reserve Association unless the 
objectionable features were eliminated. To my mind as a _ secondary 
emergency measure, practically without expense and infinitely more ably 
managed, thro the great clearing houses it might possibly—nof probably, 
if we have a Reserve Association—be called into use. The proposition is 
impractical, unparalleled and useless, except the voting powers. 

Discusses Acceptance Feature 

Answer to No. 3:— 

‘Section 31.—National banks are hereby authorized to accept drafts 
or bills of exchange drawn upon them, having not more than four months 
to run, properly secured, and arising out of commercial transactions, ete.’’ 
(The words ‘‘ properly secured’’ were eliminated by the A. B. A. Curreney 
Committee, but retained in present monetary bill). 

That word ‘‘acceptance’’ has, I fear, misled many to think it has a 
miraculous power to oil the wheels of commerce. Let us see. A accepts 
a draft drawn by B, and C discounts it. That is an acceptance. Again, B 
gives a note, A endorses it and C discounts it. That is a loan. The lia- 
bility of A and B is exactly alike. Answer ‘‘Tweedledum and Tweedle- 
dee.”’ ° 

Live Paper Now Promptly Cared For 

As to giving all national banks the right to accept customer’s time 
drafts on them—even with security—I firmly believe that this is a dan- 
gerous proposition. That is brokerage and not legitimate banking. It 
would lead to bvbble blowing. 

Any thought that the live, legitimate paper whether secured by bills 
of lading or not, etc., is not now promptly eared for under normal con- 
ditions, and will not be under abnormal, if we have a national reserve 
bank, is too remote for argument. Consequently the sophistical preach- 
ments that we can create a discount market by manufacturing additional 
liquid paper with which to employ idle funds, to any thoughtful mind 
seems amazing. I assert, additional legitimate liquid paper can only 
come from our enlarged trade and commerce; therefore let us ponder 
these pertinent questions. 
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With a monumental pyramid of credit-expansion, as heretofore shown 
under the head of ‘‘Loans and Discounts,’’ which are eight times our 
banking capital; with opportunities for rediscounts by banks generally 
through their reserve correspondents not abridged in the least; with en- 
larged opportunities to rediscount at the National Reserve Bank, as here- 
tofore noted; if conservatism is to be our watchword, how can we con- 
sent to allow national banks generally to loan to their limit of assets; then 
rediscount as heretofore noted; then loan their credit, by accepting cus- 
tomers’ drafts on: them, even if secured on the rubbery expression of 
‘‘commercial paper’’; then permit those customers to peddle such paper 
at their pleasure? The very banks that ought not to do it would be the 
very ones to go to the limit. 


Recalls European Experiences 

These methods simply pyramid credit on credit and such extremes are 
entirely unnecessary and indefensible. All economic history teems with 
warnings against over-expansion of credit. We must not, therefore, for- 
get, it is relief in the day of trouble we seek, and not further expansion 
of credit in normal times. 

I assert the campaign to carry out the idea here, in quoting from for- 
eign experiences, is greatly misleading. Let us see. In Great Britain, ac- 
ceptances are confined almost wholly to London and to strong acceptance 
or discount houses, making it their business and not to banks of deposit. 


Picayune acceptances have no public market. 

Personal inquiry as to the practice was made in a city of 40,000 in 
Seotland. Listen to the answers of several branch bank managers. ‘‘The 
system is not used in Scotland. They (the banks) use the ordinary system 
of bills (loans) or discounts, and of over-drafts, secured, but do not loan 
the credit of the bank otherwise.’’ 


International Trade the Basis 

Further, in Europe enlightening literature shows conclusively that the 
great bulk of the acceptances are upon drafts drawn on account of inter- 
national trade with bills of lading or, to a much smaller degree, with 
‘‘marketable securities,’’ as collateral. Acceptances ‘‘ without collateral’’ 
cut a comparatively small figure. When we consider that Great Britain, 
France and Germany are creditor nations for probably 20,000 million dol- 
lars, portions of which sums are being continually repaid; when we con- 
sider that the foreign trade of Great Britain, France and Germany is 
10,500 millions of dollars annually (or 900 millions per month), as against 
one-third of that amount, or 3,500 millions here; and when we consider 
that nearly all of this live, paid-at-maturity paper seeks the lowest inter- 
national money-market rate, is it any wonder that the great European 
banks hold vast quantities of quick, liquid assets that, at present, in our 
developing state, we cannot command? Even our foreign trade bills go 
abroad, because the open market rate there is lower than ours and no fic- 
titious manipulation thro a central bank will prevent it. The accumula- 
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tion of surplus capital alone and not issuing additional I. O. U.’s will ever 
turn the tide. For the same reason, a central bank cannot make a uniform 
interest rate throughout the United States. If it could it would upset the 
law of supply and demand and be a monstrous monopoly. 


Germany Now Points a Lesson 


Here is a part of the meat in our cocoanut. Let us bend our energies 
to building up an international banking business, by throwing out our 
emissaries to the ends of the earth; build up our merchant marine by sub- 
sidy, if necessary, as so-called free-trade nations do, that direct connections 
be made with foreign ports instead of largely through London; so enlarge 
our foreign trade that drafts accompanied by bills of lading will become 
plentiful; forge ahead in our successful race to become the leading cred- 
itor nation, which automatically results in lower interest rates; and show 
to the world that New York City, like London, is the world’s market for 
gold at all times. Then, and not till then, shall we have the quick, liquid 
paper we seek. Easy methods of further internal credit-expansion would 
aggravate, not relieve, the disease. 


As a strong object lesson to us, Germany is in the throes of serious 
trouble over excessive acceptances, as it is more largely practiced there 
than elsewhere in Europe. The great Imperial Bank has asked the in- 
dulgenee of large creditors, and banks in the United States have loaned 
money, estimated at $150,000,000, throughout 1911 to German banks at 5 
to 7 per cent. Even 20 per cent was bid by German borrowers in the New 
York money market last December. Were it not for the right of the Im- 
perial Bank to issue currency in excess of $112,000,000 by paying a 5 per 
cent tax on it, to cover just the flexibility we need, in all probability Ger- 
many would be in a state of collapse similar to our 1907 catastrophe. 
Therefore to allow our national banks generally to further expand, by 
lending their credit, is, as a conservative measure, simply unthinkable. 
The London method is the only possible excuse for it. 


Unnecessary Branches 
Answer to Number 4:— 
The revised monetary bill calls for fifteen branches. Further, ‘‘the 
districts may be readjusted from time to time, and new districts and new 
branches may be created by the directors.’’ 


Therefore, the directors have unlimited powers to create as many 
branches as they see fit. Andrew Jackson, in 1836, killed the second 
United States Bank because it entered into competition with the other 
banks. His act was justifiable. I am firmly convinced that danger threat- 
ens the existing fabric of independent banks from the moment such a law 
is enacted. One eminent branch bank advocate lately declared he was in 
favor of this plan ‘‘because it was the next best thing to branch banking.”’ 


Why are fifteen or any number of branches needed? If these branches 
are to do much business, then they must have very expensive outfits; and 
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able management cannot be inexpensive. If they do a large business, do 
they not enter into competition and tend to monopolize the present busi- 
ness of the reserve city banks? If they do a small business, they are ex- 
pensive and useless appendages. 


Criticises Reserve Feature 


It does not seem to be a proper function of the National Reserve As- 
sociation to take part of the cash reserves of the stockholder banks of the 
country, and then through its branches with that cash to enter into com- 
petition for loans with those same stockholders. I do not care to be ac- 
cessory to my own hanging. It is not its mission to rediscount to any 
large extent for banks in normal periods, as that would simply spell mo- 
nopoly, would empty the cash reservoir against the day of trouble, and 
would be a colossal undertaking in this vast country. Large profits are 
not its aim. Its true mission is to hold our reserves, to allay distress in 
the day of pressure, and none other. Banks that in norma) times cannot 
stand practically on their own resources are like pampered weaklings— 
useless as nation-builders. 


Rediscount an Emergency Measure 


The Waukesha National Bank keeps accounts drawing interest in Mil- 
waukee, Chicago and New York banks. I ask in all fairness if our bank, 
in normal times, needs a rediscount; and, as these regular correspondents 
know whether or not we are entitled to it better than any branch of the 
Reserve Bank can know, why should we not rediscount them? Further, 
why should we deposit with the Reserve Bank, part of our reserve cash, 
without interest, then permit the dissipation of that same reserve by 
loaning it? The very object sought would be defeated. It is also un- 
fair, and tends toward a monoply that sooner or later a second Andrew 
Jackson will throttle. I stand for the preservation of the independent 
banking system of the United States, which has done wonders in upbuild- 
ing the nation, and I also stand against monopolistic branches in any 
form. As the United States sub-treasuries are not abolished, permit them 
to retain sufficient cash on hand to cover probable cash transfers, as is 
now done for banks. When this is done the last argument for branches is 
gone. 

Thé only possible excuse might be for one in San Francisco because 
of the great distance, but to my mind that even is not necessary as the 
filtration of assistance thro correspondent banks works automatically as 
long as all known relief can be had. Hoarding will then cease. 


Reserves and Note Issues 


Answer to Number 5 and 6:— 

“Section 41.—All demand liabilities, including deposits and circulat- 
ing notes of the National Reserve Association, after deducting one-half 
of the United States bonds held, shall be covered to the extent of fifty per 
eentum by a reserve of gold, or other money of the United States, ete.”’ 
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If we are ever to win the world’s financial center for New York, we 
must never allow the National Reserve Bank to hold, as specified reserve, 
anything but the world’s standard gold, or equivalent gold certificates. 
Under the proposed plan ‘‘or other money’’ means, as reserve, 550 millions 
of silver and 346 millions of legal-tender paper. These might be permis- 
sible for holdings, only in excess of required reserves. As the United 
States deposits its funds in the National Reserve Association Bank and as 
United States bonds, legal tenders, ete., are payable in gold, all obligations 
of the Reserve Bank should unequivocally be payable in the world’s ac- 
knowledged standard, or otherwise only at the option of the holder thereof. 
Further, national banks are not allowed to hold their own notes as re- 
serve, but the bill permits them to hold National Reserve notes for that 
purpose. The trend of this whole process is to inflate our currency and 
undermine the metallic foundation for our great superstructure of credit. 
We have fought a good fight and won the gold standard, and a large stock 
of gold has come to us in the natural course of trade in response to the 
well known principles of the so-called Gresham Law and Monetary Sci- 
ence, as expounded by Dr. Adam Smith, Ricardo, Jevons, Sumner and 
many other eminent economists. Have we lost sight of that oft quoted 
maxim: ‘‘That rich countries will have all the coin they need, providing 
no impolitie act of legislation interferes to force it out of circulation by 
the injection of inferior currencies?”’ 


Present Circulating Medium Great 


We have now outstanding 1,000 million dollars of gold certificates, 
which is equal to gold and saves abrasion. This gold ought to be trans- 
ferred from the Treasury Department to the National Reserve Bank— 
and its certificates substituted—as an object lesson of our strength to cope 
with trouble. Also to cement the affections of all the people in the notes, 
the same as the Bank of France notes do for France. 

We also have outstanding—Legal tender notes, 346 million dollars; 
legel tender silver (not counting subsidiary), 550 million dollars; national 
bank notes, 700 million dollars; making the vast sum total of 1,596 million 
dollars of ‘‘inferior currencies’’ which sum—deducting the 150 millions 
of gold behind the legal tender notes—exceeds the uncovered currency of 
all European banks combined. If so, how can we ignore monetary science 
and still further inflate our currency by eliminating the 700 millions of na- 
tional bank notes—which all admit is excessive—and substitute therefor, 
as provided in the ‘‘bill’’ now before us— 


National Reserve Bank notes untaxed................-0 eee eeeleeeeee 900 million dollars 
National Reserve Bank notes taxed but 114 per cent.................. 300 million dollars 
Additional National Reserve Bank notes taxed 5 per cent practically without limit. 

Permit me to requote from an article by a retired Chicago banker. 
‘““The directors of the Bank of England had the unlimited right to issue 
notes against their portfolio, until Peel’s Act of 1844 gave the Old Lady 
of Threadneedle street the straight jacket she has worn ever since. As 
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Bagehot says in his classic work, entitled ‘Lombard Street,’ this authority 
was, in moré than one instance, used with extremest unwisdom, so that 
devastating panics followed hard upon the heels of the reckless specula- 
tion which too great facilities for borrowing had engendered.’’ The 
‘straight jacket’’ is the right to issue but 90 millions of dollars of secured 
notes and every pound note in excess thereof must have a gold sovereign 
behind it. No additional curreney can be issued to relieve over credit- 
expansion. Whenever this occurs, the bank simply raises the barometric 
signal of higher interest rate for loans; foreign trade bills seek Paris, 
Berlin and other markets; gold flows to London automatically and equi- 
librium is soon restored. A member of the Monetary Commission asked 
the Governor of the Bank of England, why this ‘‘90 million limit’? was 
not enlarged, and his answer was ‘‘ We fear over-expansion of credit.’ 


Bank of France’s Safety Valve 


The Bank of France has had outstanding of late about 1,000 millions 
of currency issues. It has held approximately—800 millions of coin on 
hand. These notes are similar to our gold certificates. This bank enters 
somewhat into competition for loans with the other banks, but its prin- 
cipal value is as a safety valve for the other banks of France in periods 
of stress. 

Practically the Bank of England does likewise for Great Britain. 

The Imperial Bank of Germany issues acceptances. It also issues 112 
millions of dollars of untaxed currency. (This was increased 20 millions 
January 1, 1912.) Issues above that amount are taxed 5 per cent by the 
Government. Six other large banks issue acceptances. and because of 
the abuse of the privilege, Germany has been for a long time in a seriously 
strained financial condition. As I said before, the principal reason why 
the boiler has not exploded, is because of the flexibility permitted under 
the 5 per cent taxed currency. Herein alone lies safety. 


Flexibility in Original Plan 


As the original presentation by Chairman Aldrich contained provi- 
sions for taxing issues in excess of national bank notes now outstanding, 
(to-wit: 700 millions and not 1,200 millions, plus, as now proposed) at 
rates running from 3 to 6 per cent to avoid further inflation and its con- 
comitant evils, I feel confident that if the Monetary Commission had been 
untrammeled by the inflation committee of the American Bankers’ Asso- 
ciation, which advocates unsecured acceptances, also unlimited, untaxed 
currency issues, the country would have a scientific solution of our 
troubles, with a minimum of objectionable features. 

The idea that untaxed currency without some force to drive it home 
when not needed will automatically expand and contract with our needs, 
has no warrant in experienee. If it were so, why do not our expanding 
national bank notes contract when not needed? That word “‘profit’’ 
spells the whole answer. 
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I reassert, that currency issues—not practically covered by gold— 
issued in the day of stress, must be penalized by an adequate tax so that 
it will only come out to relieve distress, and will at once retire when stress 
is over, to the end that inflation and over-expansion of credit may be 
avoided. The whole world has practically conceded it. This is the crux 
of the whole problem. 


High Prices and Inflation 


The world is now agitated over high prices partly caused by the won- 
derful production of gold in the past twenty-five years, which has ex- 
ceeded in quantity the world’s gold production since the discovery of 
America. In view of this it is our bounden duty, to limit running the 
printing press to supply a fictitious substitute, except in emergencies to 
prevent the paralyzing effects of cash suspension by banks. Heed the 
warning or compound the trouble. 

Therefore, give us a National Reserve Bank that will be our servant 
and not our dictator; that will hold our reserves and not dissipate them 
in competition for loans with present reserve correspondents, to the end 
that aid may be vouchsafed us under undue pressure; that in emergencies 
can expand currency issues, and thus prevent cash suspensions by banks, 
with their train of resulting evils, but with a high tax on extra currency 
issues to force retirement as soon as troubles cease. Give us a bank that 
under no circumstances will undermine our independent banking system, 
or serve to inflate either currency or credit. To quote an eminent author- 
ity ‘‘We certainly cannot cure defects by opening numerous doors to 
additional dangers.’’ But I am optimistic enough to believe that our 
statesmen by eliminating objections raised can obtain through a National 
Reserve Bank sufficient penalized flexibility of currency as a safety valve 
to our whole banking system, that will prevent cash suspensions by banks, 
as the only needed link to perfect our chain. If this cannot be accom- 
plished, then limit national bank note issues to amounts now outstanding. 
For emergencies—perfect the Aldrich-Vreeland Act as the next best thing, 
which now is sufficiently effective to accomplish this great end without 
the evils herewith enumerated. 


Would Modify the Plan 


My only apology for utmost frankness is, that material facts may not 
be covered under a bushel. This is an epoch making measure and the 
full effulgence of the lamps of experience, and the whole truth, should 
guide us against pitfalls. May we nobly succeed and thus perfect as far 
as possible the best banking system in the world.

THE SPHERE OF A BANKERS’ ASSOCIATION 


By CHARLES W. STEVENSON 


q Pi N THE interim between the meetings of the most important of 
La ¥ 


wry y)| our bankers’ associations, and with the coming on of the various 
(apy) G) State Associations, one may, without impropriety, if in the proper — 
eS spirit, discuss the nature of these organizations. Especially is 
the American Bankers’ Association to be commended as one of the great 
beneficent business organizations of the country. It has done much good 
in the past, will do much more in the future. It is powerful, and compara- 
tively free from the faults which are too apt to attend such societies. And 
the original keynote of its formation is still the dominant one, that of pro- 
moting the interests of the business of banking and cultivating a goodwill 
among its members. There may be perhaps a slight veering to the fault of 
similar associations in that at the meetings there is more time given to 
mere pleasure than should be, but that this will be corrected in the future 
is believed because it is already a matter of discussion. 


Is Unifying and Not Autocratic 


That the discussion of topics connected with the business of banking 
brings about a unity of action and purpose among the banks is the secret 
of the large membership and the large attendance. There have been few 
factions, if any, formed in the past, and the harmony of the meetings is 
one of the marked characteristics of this body. Nor has it attempted to 
bind its members by any stringent rules of procedure. This is as it should 
be, for in so large a country and with so many sectional requirements of 
the business this would be wholly impractical and highly improper. 


Success Assured by Free Banking Systems 


In fact there are no elements of concentration and domineering con- 
trol to be found in the banking system proper of this country. For it is a 
system, based on the natural alliance of many integers supplying the needs 
of a commerce that is interstate if not worldwide. The large number of 
independent banks bringing their views and experiences together thus into 
one body and one meeting makes the success of the institution of the so- 
ciety assured. It cannot fail of its purpose since it is made up of so many 
factors, that are in themselves free and independent of each other. For 
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this reason, if for no other, the appearance of any ulterior control should 
be avoided, and certainly, there should creep into the management none of 
those elements of selfseeking and perversion of power that so often wreck 


business societies designed solely for the good of all the members and the 
promotion of common interests. 


Freedom to Discuss all Important Topics 


The meetings of the Association should be kept free at all times for the 
discussion of any topic which affect the welfare of all, or of any portion, 
of the banking world. And unless there shall be specially designed pro- 
grammes, with the object of thrusting one subject to the front and conceal- 
ing others, this will always be the case. For, coming from the field and 
from all kinds of banks, there must necessarily come into the discussions of 
the association all questions that are of moment. It will be a bad day for 
the effectiveness of the organization, if that day shall ever come, when there 
will be a purpose on the part of any part of the membership to use the 
meetings for the purpose of declarations in their own interest and not 
in the interest of the whole body. 


Standing is Imperilled by Summary Action 


Discussion being the prime motive of the annual meetings it is impor- 
tant that it be not devoted to any one subject to the exclusion of all others. 
This would tend to set the body of the bankers before business in a false 
light. For, happily, there can be no discussion of banking that is not for 
the good of business, if it be for the good of all the banks. But if on the 
other hand it was allowed that a programme should be devoted to one 
subject, and that handled by a discussion made to fit one side of the ques- 
tion, then there would be danger that the association go before the people 
in a way that would put it into antagonism to general business. Or it might 
be that it might, because of the attendance, go on record for a proposition 
that would not be to the interests of all the members. 


Loss of Influence by Abuse of Power 


Not to make any criticism, but if by an inadvertence we will say the 
programme of the last convention at New Orleans was given over to the 
discussion of the ‘‘advantages’’ of the Aldrich plan, by having nearly all 
the speakers in favor of it, and in case it could be shown that the Plan is 
not in the interest of the free exercise of the credit-making powers of the 
small bank, and further that it is not a Plan that will appeal to the people, 
one that will never come to be enacted into the law of the land, then, in_ 
response to this onesided discussion, a declaration of the bankers in favor 
of the law would in the end tend to lower the prestige of the association, 
and weaken its power of guiding the people by the force of its own wise 
and well considered opinion. Matters of this kind are to be avoided, for 
they can do more harm than it is possible to retrieve. 

Moreover it is the part of good judgment that men thus meeting to- 
gether in the interests of the business of the country as well as their own, 
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do not reach hasty conclusions. If it is necessary to bring up one of the 
leading topics of the day for full discussion, it is not by that rule necessary 
to indorse the proposition at the first meeting. It does not matter that an 
executive or legislative committee has in advance made a report. The as- 
sociation is democratic. If it is to rush into the arena of popular and 
political discussion with opinions that are formed under the spur of one 
meeting, if all are to be led by those alone who are placed on the pro- 
gramme, then it will not be long before the judgments of such a body will 
be at.a discount outside its membership if they are not within it. 


Acts as Trustee for Absent Members, in Part 


The members present and voting are not the entire membership. They 
are in a sense acting as trustees for those who are unable to attend. Unless 
the delegates come with their instructions as well as their credentials, they 
are in duty bound to ask whether they, in their pronouncements, reflect 
the belief of those who are at home. It may be a difficult matter, in an 
independent association, to reach a point where action will not be in a 
manner prejudging in its effects, and in its premises, but the point that is 
important is that this should cause extra care and deliberation. It is wise 
to go slow when there is a great principle at stake. The banking interests 
are wholly segregated and independent of all other lines of business, in one 
aspect ; in the other they are what all business make them and can be noth- 
ing else, and should be nothing else. Therefore it is wise to ask business 
first what it wants. 


Duty to Discredit Ring Rule 


If, for instance, it were charged that the great banking institutions of 
the country dominated the American Bankers Association in its officers and 
in its meetings, it would be the duty of the members in convention assem- 
bled to set the people right with reference to this, for only by so doing could 
the association hope to continue the influence to be gained by the weight 
and worth of its opinions. If there was such a thing, and it became in evi- 
dence at any time that a programme had been set up in the interest of this 
part of the membership, it would be highly improper to let this go before 
the country as the deliberate judgment of the whole association. To do so 
would be to cripple its effectiveness, and perhaps damage the cause it 
sought to aid. 


All Official Domination to be Avoided 


Officers of no organization, it may be said, have the right to use it for 
the carrying out of their own purposes. They are its servants. And an 
Executive Committee is as much the servant as the officer, save where it 
is acting under specific instructions. These cannot possibly extend to the 
matter of preferring men for office, in the way of giving them publicity on 
the programme, nor can it extend to arranging the meetings in such a way 
as that they will declare principles in the interest of the great banks of the 
country any more than in the interest of the small. It is perhaps natural 
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that there should be some slight veering in the direction of the beliefs of 
those whose duty it is to look after the ministeral affairs of the conventions, 
but for this reason it is all the more important that care be taken to be im- 
partial and fair in all things even to the color of a programme, and the 
preferment of individuals. . 


Should Preserve Democratic Spirit of Banking 


It is because there aré no dominating interests in our free and independ- 
ent banking system that no one set of banks ought to be given undue place 
and voice in the affairs of the association. Not thus is the democratic spirit 
of banking preserved. For it is a democracy of banking we have now. Any 
community has the right to start a bank, and ought to have the right, in 
fact under the national law has an unmistakable right, to start a bank, or 
more than one bank, if it is started for the purpose of banking and for no 
other purpose. And this being the law it is just as necessary that the as- 
sociation be kept free to hear the voice of the whole banking community 
as it is that the industrial communities be free to have a bank when and 
where they want it. Just now there is perhaps some effort to put upon the 
people another view of the law. But it is autocratic. 


Bankers Have Direct Responsibility to People 


Having this direct relation to the people it is manifest that the bankers 
associations of whatever degree should be democratic in the spirit of their 
own affairs. Only thus can they come close to service in the business world 
which is their duty. Only thus can they preserve their individual auton- 
omy. It is a very grave question as to how a great principle will affect the 
divers needs of the localities in so large a domain. And it would be the 
height of folly to try to prevent the operation of natural law in the bank- 
ing world. For this reason the responsibility of the banks to the people 
must be paramount in all their deliberations when in convention assembled. 
Only by a keen sense of this responsibility will the banks be enabled to 
keep themselves free from the charge of selfish partisanship in public ques- 
tions. 


Allied in Purpose with Business Progress 


It is for the especial reason that the bank cannot separate itself from 
the general business of the country that the associations must not appear to 
prejudge the situation. If they do, they will by so much, lose their power 
to mould thought and opinion. A campaign may be waged in the interest 
of specific legislation, but if it is without thought, without knowledge, of 
the various business interests, without consideration of all the methods of 
relief, it will fail. Take an instance, and this is but by way of illustration, 
if the American bankers assembled take it for granted that a movement 
which to them is plainly in the right and a proper solution of a present 
difficulty, ought they to pronounce final judgment on such a proposition 
long before the people have spoken? Or ought they to give to the people 
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in the interest of a right solution all of the methods that are suggested with 
the opinions of experts attached to them all, by way of illumination for the 
thought of the people. Let us ask the question, directly, why should the 
American Banker’s Association, a year or two years ahead of a possible, or 
probable we will say, legislative consideration of a certain vital and far- 
reaching proposal, declare in favor of the Plan of one man more than an- 
other, of that of Aldrich rather than of Fowler? For it is understood, 
through press reports, that the latter pronounces the Aldrich scheme the 
very worst that could be proposed. 


Association’s Field Economic not Political 


There is no politics in this, nor should there be. But it is apparent that 
one of two things must ensue, either the people will reject the Plan, and the 
Convention have the chagrin of an endorsement that will not meet the ap- 
proval of the voters, or it will endorse a plan that will not be found in the 
end to the practical good of all the banks, or it will on the other hand lose 
its prestige in the only quarter where its pronouncement could be of any 
advantage to the people or even to the bankers themselves. It is for this 
reason that the better plan would be to issue an address to the people set- 
ting forth all the plans that have been proposed, that in the course of public 
discussion the people may have the: opportunity to have legitimate facts 
upon which to base their own final judgment. The work of the banker’s 
association be it state or national must be educative if it is to be anything. 
It is in the very nature of things economic rather than political. Yet under 
our system of government there can come no relief that does not come 
through legislation that is at the end of political control. Moreover, there 
is but one way for the uninformed to be enlightened. It is by being taught 
the principles of the reform, not given the law without the principles and 
practices involved. 


Must Shun the Appearance of Enmity to Labor 


It is this attitude of the bankers association that calls to mind the evils 
which inhere in a pronouncement for that which may appear to be in the 
interest of class. An incident occurred at the meeting of the National as- 
sociation which ought never to be repeated. The spectacle of a great 
detective, also in the employ of the association in the interest of the sup- 
pression of burglary and forgery, standing before the body denouncing 
certain labor leaders, does not conduce to free bankers from the charge of 
capitalism and all its so-called oppression of labor. The bank has nothing 
to do with this proposition as a bank. It has only to mind its own business 
as the friend of all men. Nor has the banker, except as citizen, any interest. 


Representative of Credit More Than Capital 


The fact is that the bank has to do with credit far more than capital. 
It is by the free issuance of its own credit and by its power to render the 
credit of the community available that the bank enters into the business of 
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the country, and doing this it distinctly makes a way for labor. If one 
could imagine these fountains of credit closed for all time, what would be- 
come of the labor of the country now occupied and to be occupied in in- 
dustry and in new and enlarging enterprise? The bank has nothing at all © 
to do with the quarrels of labor and capital. It cannot serve one without 
serving the other, and it is just as much the servant of one as the other. 
The poor man is a depositor and a borrower as much as the corporation, 
and the small bank as much an integer in the general prosperity as the large. 
And it is therefore wise to keep free from the appearance of taking sides 
when there is some great issue at stake, or when some crucial moment comes. 


Chief Benefit Lies in General Service 


It is because the bank is the servant of all, as the occasion requires, that 
it is one of the highest of the beneficial institutions which civilization has 
erected. To realize this in all things is the duty of the banker. To make no 
sign that he is interested out of his field is one of those discretions that are 
the part of good sense. There is no class of enterprises that the bank serves 
exclusively. There are, contrarily, no set of bankers that are the exclusive 
friends of the people. But all roads lead to the bank, and all its powers 
radiate in all directions drawn out only by need, and given only in the 
spirit of helpfulness. Hence there ought to be only the gravest consider- 
ation given to all promulgations of these societies. 


The Country Bank as Important as the City 


If there is one place where the importance of all the banks is at par it 
is in an association. The small bank feeds its locality, and the large bank, 
a larger one, not less tributary, and not relatively more important. The 
voice of the country banker may be as wise as that of the city. It depends 
not on position in business, but on the quality of the man. If there is 
anything in breadth of view, some things may be said in favor of the coun- 
try banker as well as his city correspondent. Perhaps he is in touch with 
public sentiment more than the latter. This may be the reason he is slow 
to act, knowing that ours is a popular government, and that the people 
have rights they are not slow to exercise, and which every form of busi- 
ness must respect. How many of the group meetings take up these na- 
tional financial questions and pronounce finally on them? Why, do they not 
do so? It may be because they are not able, and again it may be they are 
more cautious. But until they do speak, and even then, in direct associa- 
tion with local interests, one element of democratic harmony and unified 
effectiveness will be wanting. Do the city bankers dominate the national 
association ? 


Too Many Departments Consume Strength 


Not only is there room for thought in this behalf but there is an apparent 
tendency to divide the work of the great association into too many depart- 
_ments. It was a wise vote, in the eyes of thoughtful members, that denied 
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the creation of a new department at the last meeting. There is reason in 
the divisions that now exist, but it may be questioned even here if these do 
not make it more difficult for bankers to be men of one profession with a 
single purpose and aim. For the bank despite its name and form is essen- 
tially one thing. 


Original Character its Chief Vitality 


It is the mental attitude of the bank and banker that shall decide finally 
these questions of financial need and policy. The many minds must come 
together and have one opinion. And this is not to be attained by exclusion. 
If it is a part of wisdom to have outside business included in the directorate 
of the proposed Reserve Association, by the same reasoning it is wise in 
bankers before they commit themselves to a matter of the control of credit 
to meet with other associations of business men and get their point of 
view. And this knowledge to be effective must begin at the bottom facts 
and work up by a system of generalization out of these facts. It is prema- 
ture to superimpose on these business associates the banker’s view. Suppose 
the business men declare to the country their idea of the nature of credit 
and the needs of the hour, first, and then let the banks present their case, 
would there not be more enlightenment for the voter? The city banks and 
the great central commercial exchanges are very far away from the people, 
when it comes to an interchange of comment on the economics of the time. 
If there is doubt that this thought is pertinent, it may be well to recall what 
has been the result of previous declarations on great financial schemes. 


Should Promote Knowledge and Goodwill 


The banker’s association will best subserve its purpose if it make its 
chief concern the intensive interests of the business, and keep a spirit of 
goodwill to all men and to all the forms of toil and industry in the land. 
It is not said that it has developed any distinct disposition to do otherwise. 
But it is important that it do not. 


‘‘MERELY AND ONLY DIRECTORS”’ 


Judge Lovett, President of the Harriman System, always wears the 
‘“smile that won’t come off’’ in his meanderings about the financial district 
of New York from one directors’ meeting to another. He never talks of 
anything but the weather, however, when approached by the newspaper 
men, and under no conditions will he give a hint as to what has taken place 
at a meeting. Asked if the Baltimore & Ohio directors has authorized an 
equipment trust issue last week, upon leaving the meeting with Mr. Paul 
Warburg, Mr. Lovett said: ‘‘Really now, you’ll have to excuse me. Mr. 
Warburg and myself are merely and only directors.’’ 
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INTEREST IN the proposed currency re- 

form while less active of late is none 
the less real and the approach of the pe- 
riod of State Bankers» Association Conven- 
tions promises to revive the discussions on 
that subject. The Bankers’ Monthly in an 
effort to promote a further discussion of 
the various phases of the Monetary Com- 
missions bill presents two articles, one by 
Robert W. Bonynge, a member of the Mon- 
etary Commission, and the other by An- 
drew J. Frame, formerly president of the 
American Bankers’ Association, which are 
full of interest. Mr. Frame offers some 
criticism of the measure as it now stands, 
while Mr. Bonynge points out its benefi- 
cial features. 


THE NATIONAL CITY BANK of New 

York will celebrate its 100th anniver- 
sary on June 16th. In 1812 on that date 
the Legislature of the State of New York 
passed an act of incorporation creating 
the City Bank of New York from which 
the present National City Bank was 
evolved in 1865. Plans to fittingly cele- 
brate the oceasion of the centennial of 
the largest bank in the country have been 
progressing for some two years and will 
include the publication of a handsome vol- 
ume on the history of that institution. 
This volume is being prepared under the 
@irection of James Stillman, the former 
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president and now chairman of the board 
of directors. 


IT DEVELOPS FROM a careful inquiry 

among bond dealers that the movement 
for a branch of the American Bankers’ 
Association devoted to the interests of in- 
vestment bankers seems to have a more 
enthusiastic following in Chicago and 
other Western cities than in New York. 
The national committee recently ap- 
pointed for missionary work among their 
number is hard at work trying to win 
over enough support to secure the ap- 
proval of the executive council of the as- 
sociation. 


THE COMPLETE STATEMENT of the 

national banks of New York in re- 
sponse to the call of the comptroller of 
the currency for the condition of their 
business as of Feb. 20 shows a decrease in 
their security holdings of $17,458,500 com- 
paring with their statement of condition 
on Dee. 5, 1911. Meanwhile the loan and 
discount item indicates an inerease of 
$133,.179,100, while aggregate deposits in- 
creased $180,286,800. The banks hold 
$57,967,800 more in specie than on Dec. 5, 
and their cash items and bank notes in- 
creased during the same period $4,685,800 
and legal tenders. $5,508,000. The total 
inerease in cash items, specie and legal 
tenders exceeds $68,000,000. 

The total holdings of securities of these 
New York national institutions aside from 
bonds to secure circulation and deposits, 
is $195,677,400, as compared with $213,- 
135,900 on Dee. 5, 1911, a decrease of 
$17,458,500. Compared with Jan. 7, 1911, 
however, an increase is shown of $23,- 
096,800. The National City Bank de- 
creased its holdings since the December 
call $14,136,644, the Hanover National $2,- 
467,072 and the First National $2,344,417. 
Among the other large institutions that re- 
ported decreased were the Chase, the Me- 
chanics & Metals, Park, the Chemical, the 
Gallatin, the American Exchange, tlie 
Fourth National, the Garfield, the Sea- 
board and the Coal & Iron. On the other 
hand the Bank of Commerce increased its 
holdings since December by $4,391,077. 
Also included in the list of institutions 
that report increases are the Bank of New 
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York, the Second, the Liberty, the Union 
Exchange, the Lincoln, the New York 
County and the Iving. 


From the foregoing changes it will be 
seen that a striking feature of the re- 
turns is the fact that*two of the so-called 
Standard Oil banks, the National City and 
the Hanover, show the largest decreases. 
Of the showing made by the Morgan 
banks, the most significant change is the 
large icrease reported by the Bank of 
Commerce. 

These decreases in security holdings are 
notable in that it was generally under- 
stood that banks have been purchasers of 
bonds and short-term notes lately, owing 
to the extraordinary ease of the money 
market. Several banks had even gone so 
far as to speak of this condition as one 
that was not particularly sound, in that 
when money should again become in good 
demand there would be a rush on the part 
of the banks to liquidate their holdings. 
It is evident that the above institutions 
have not been among the prominent pur- 
chasers in the bond market lately. 


OVER-CERTIFICATION is looked upon 

as a necessary evil in Wall Street. It 
is demanded in order to carry on, in as ex- 
peditious a manner as possible, the huge 
volume of business involved in the “turn- 
over” of a day’s transactions on the New 
York Stock Exchange. That it is in con- 
travention of the letter of the national 
banking laws, and not without a certain 
amount of risk, is undeniable; although 
in this respect loss therefrom is so rare an 
occurrence as to make an instance of the 
breaking down of the system conspicuous. 

Recognizing the necessity of the present 
system of over-certification, a plan is put 
forward by George A. Eyer of Eyer & Co. 
which is designed to eliminate, or reduce 
to a minimum, the danger of loss to the 
banks. He proposes the formation of an 
indemnity company, to be known as the 
Bankers’ Indemnity Company, capitalized, 
say, at $1,000,000, with $500,000 paid-up 
surplus, for the purpose of indemnifying 
or insuring banks against losses through 
credits extended by  over-certifications, 
which are nothing more than “day loans.” 
As regards the working out of this plan, 
Mr. Eyer says: 


“Every Wall Street. banking or broker- 
age firm to whom a bank extends the 
privilege of day loans will be required to 
take an indemnity bond in favor of, and 
to be deposited with the bank, to cover 
the average amount of day loans which 
the bank may grant to its customers. This 
bond should be deposited and renewed 
yearly, and should be sufficiently large to 
cover the credit the bank is willing to ex- 
tend to that particular customer. 


“It is not intended that the existence of 
such a bond will in any sense lessen the 
usual care exercised by a bank in grant- 
ing such credits to its customers. 

“Stock in the company to be held largely 

by interests identified with the banks 
granting day loans, with directors repre- 
senting these interests, stock 
firms, and private bankers.

“The company should be an _ exceed- 

ingly profitable one to its stockholders. 
There are approximately one thousand 
firms requiring an average daily loan of 
$100,000 or more; fixing arbitrarily the 
premium at 1 per cent per annum for the 
use of $100,000, the profits from premium 
would be from $500,000 to $1,000,000 per 
annum, or 50 per cent to 100 per cent 
earned on the stock. An investment, di- 
rectly or indirectly, in the stock of this 
company by a bank of $50,000 would re- 
turn $25.000 to $50,000 per annum, which 
is a substantial return for the trouble and 
expense of handling the day loan, for 
which at the moment it receives nothing; 
and, what is more important, an insurance 
against loss is established. 
“Common __ business should, 
however, dictate a policy of paying only 
a nominal dividend on the stock until the 
company has accumulated a reserve of 
$5,000,000 or $10,000,000. 

“The first result to be obtained by put- 
ting into force the protecting bond of the 
Bankers’ Indemnity Co., will be to de- 
crease the amount of over-certification re- 
quired by the firms of the Street by at least 
one-third. The present practice for a 
firm clearing $200,000 worth of securities 
—the result of ten trades—is to send a 
note to the bank for the above amount 
(possibly less bank deposit). Delivery 
hours for clearing such transactions are 
from 10 a. m. to 2:15 p. m.

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“The large percentage of firms now re- 
tain all checks until the last delivery is 
made, when a deposit in bulk is made 
from 2:15 to 3 p. m., and a check then 
tendered the bank for the above amount 
of over-certification. 


“It would be a very unusual occurrence 
to have all the securities represented in 
the ten transactions tendered at one time 
—generally they are delivered at varying 
intervals over the four and one-quarter de- 
livery hours. If the broker had to pay a 
charge in the form of an insurance pre- 
mium for the use of $200,000 daily over- 
certification, the majority of firms would 
be quick to discover that it will be entirely 
possible to clear the ten transactions re- 
ferred to with $100,000; for instead of 
holding all checks received, and making 
one deposit after 2:15 p. m., they would 
deposit checks immediately as received, to 
be again drawn against for the next de- 
livery.” 


TALKS OF BANK ADVERTISING 


George K. Reed, manager of the Rand- 
MeNally Bankers’ Directory and the Rand- 
MeNally Bankers’ Monthly, addressed the 
Adscript Club of Indianapolis and _ the 
bankers of that city, who were the guests 
of the Club, on the night of Feb. 19 on 
“Practical Bank Advertising.” 


Mr. Reed was for several years assistant 
seerctary of the Colonial Trust Company, 
of Pittsburgh, and for four years previous 
to 1911, when he took up his present work, 
was publicity manager of the Colonial 
Trust, the Columbia National, the Ger- 
mania Savings, and their allied banks, of 
Pittsburgh. 

In his talk to the Adscript Club, Mr. 
Reed discussed the advertising of a reserve 
city commercial bank for commercial and 
bank reserve accounts, of a trust company 
for strictly trust business, and of a sav- 


ings bank for savings accounts, confining 
himself to actual campaigns for business 
which had come to his attention, describ- 
ing particularly those which had proven 
successful. 


He prefaced his talk by stating that if 
banks would invest their money in adver- 


tising as carefully as they made other in- 
vestments, they would reap much greater 
benefits. Advertising is too often done by 
the busiest man in the bank, who, of 
course, gives it less thought than he gives 
to his other duties because he considers it 
a secondary matter. For this very reason, 
so many get-rich-quick schemes and worth- 
less propositions are foisted on the banker, 
while at the same time propositions of 
merit are passed up hastily without proper 
consideration, Advertising is just as nec- 
essary today for the bank as it is for the 
commercial enterprise and it should be 
given the amount of study by the banker 
that its importance demands. 

It requires a certain amount of intelli- 
gent investigation to discover the value of 
any advertising proposition and certainly 
the benefits to be derived in the saving of 
money and in the increasing of results are 
worth the effort. 


Mr. Reed thinks reserve city banks 
should advertise,—first, the reasons for 
the importance of their city as a reserve 
center, and then the particular benefits to 
be derived from the service of the bank 
doing the advertising. If Indianapolis as 
a reserve center were advertised more and 
each individual bank a little less, the re- 
sults would be much greater for all con- 
cerned. 


ONE CAUSE OF HIGHER PRICES 


An economical housekeeper in the sub- 
urbs went up to a farmer on his way to 
the city market with produce of various 
kinds. “Can you not sell me a dressed 
chicken?” she asked. “Dressed chicken!” 
exclaimed the farmer. “It would be as 
much as my whole load is worth, in the 
trouble of getting past the Health De- 
partment’s regulations and red_ tape. 
Maybe the official inspectors think that 
the western cold storage chicken is a bet- 
ter bird than our local production. I be- 
lieve he’s mistaken and that the consumer 
is wronged thereby; but he has the law on 
his side, and the consumer pays the price 
of paternalism run mad.” 
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THERE IS AN unmistakably better tone 

in the business situation. So far this is 
largely sentimental, as outside of a few 
lines of trade such as merchandising, which 
finds its reflection in railroad traffic, the 
improvement has not manifested itself in 
increased business activity. Hence such 
improvement as is noted can be said to be 
principally a seasonal development. But 
this does not account for the better under- 
tone and _— sentimental improvement. 
Whether it is merely temporary and due 
chiefly to the approach of spring, or is the 
reaction, resulting from interpretation of 
recent developments, as the culmination 
of a fever or contagion commonly referred 
to as radicalism, cannot be fully deter- 
mined at this time.

There is one feature, however, which is 
too important to be under-estimated and 
that is the almost ideal soil conditions pre- 
vailing all over the agricultural section of 
this country. Last fall and in the early 
winter the ground was thoroughly soaked 
with moisture from late rains and early 
snow. This was followed by a prolonged 
cold spell which in the northern sections 
caused the frost to penetrate to an un- 
usual depth, thus holding the moisture in 
suspension in which state it is likely to 
remain well into the season and stimulate 
the plant growth at a time when it is 
most needed to make the plant sufficiently 
sturdy to resist the hot winds of the late 
summer. 

Beyond question much more depends 
upon crop developments, so far as our fu- 
ture course in business is concerned, than 
upon any other element in the present 


situation; for banking conditions are 
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sound; credits haye been fairly well liqui- 
dated and stocks of merchandise have 
been decreased until they barely meet im- 
mediate requirements. Such credits as 
have not been contracted or liquidated are 
of the class, as a rule, which require the 
creation of new wealth to bring about their 
liquidation. Fortunately the sections of the 
country in which this conditon exists is 
that which last year experienced drowth 
and crop shortages, a section less densely 
populated than those sections where busi- 
ness at the present time can be considered 
as fairly good. This drowth section is the 
one most complained of as a source of 
poor collections. 


Hence it will be seen that a bountiful 
crop will work wonders in righting the sit- 
uation; for with good crops the farmer 
will be able to pay his debts and in turn 
will enable the merchant and jobber to re- 
duce his indebtedness at the bank. Soil 
conditions in this drowth section are al- 
most ideal and the history of agriculture 
shows that seldom, if ever, has there been 
such soil conditions as exist at present when 
a bountiful crop has not followed. It may 
be noted in passing, that the heavy indebt- 
edness and over-extension of credits grow- 
ing out of the recent land speculation and 
activity was in portions of the West, 
which, last year were affected by drowth. 
Hence the production of a bountiful crop 
is certain to prove a benefit to the credit 
situation in the middle west, and especially 
in those sections of slow collections. 

While general business continues moder- 
ately active it cannot be regarded as on 
an unsatisfactory scale. It is simply quiet 
but in volume it is reasonably satisfactory. 
The trouble is that the margin of profits 
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is small, due somewhat to elements that 
need readjusting, such as the high cost of 
living, high wages and similar causes and 
to low prices being received for finished 
products. The steel industry, which is re- 
garded by many as the barometer of gen- 
eral trade, is remarkably active, when com- 
pared with general conditions, the mills 
operating at about 90 per cent of capac- 
ity. Finished steel products on an average 
are some $6 below the level of a year ago, 
hence the margin of profit is close.

Nor is there any prospect of a perma- 
nent improvement in steel prices, as a rule, 
during the remainder of this year, for the 
reason that the steel industry is suffering 
from what at present at least appears to 
be an over-expansion of plant capacity. 
That the steel corporation and the inde- 
pendents, during the period of tremendous 
steel requirements, increased their capacity 
enormously, measuring up to possible fu- 
ture requirements rather than immediate 
needs, is apparent. Whether this was un- 
wise or not is a difficult problem. Proba- 
bly in the end it will prove to be an act of 
wisdom, for in the future the increased 
uses of steel no doubt will tax mill capac- 
ity even on the increased productive basis 
to the limit. 

Another feature in bringing about this 
enormous productive capacity, no doubt, is 
the adoption of more economic methods. 
The Bessemer method is fast yielding to 
the open-hearth system and, after all, the 
greatest profits are to be realized on the 
adoption of the most economic methods of 
production. To change a plant means 
largely to rebuild it. Naturally steel man- 
ufacturers do not throw the less econom- 
ical plant into the discard. 

eee 

Hence it is doubtful if our steel makers 
can be justly criticised for the develop- 
ments of the last few years. The present 
condition and the experiences of the last 
few months are simply the reaction which 
every business man must encounter, if he 
attempts to keep his productive capacity 
up to the requirements of periods of pros- 
perity, and unless he over-does this his av- 
erage earnings will be greater than if he 
restricted his plant development unduly. 

Another development which deserves 
more than a passing notice is the British 
coal strike. It is remarkable with what 
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equanimity so disturbing an event as this 
strike which is the greatest the world 
has experienced in many years, has been 
received. Ordinarily it might be expected 
to administer a tremendous shock to finan- 
cial confidence for the reason that it means, 
if prolonged, the serious interruption of the 
industrial activity of the United Kingdom 
where prosperity has reigned despite our 
own slow business. 

But what is more disturbing is the dan- 
ger of labor complications in other Euro- 
pean countries, should industrial England 
attempt to draw fuel supplies from the 
Continental mines or even from America. 
The spirit of unrest is manifest among our 
own mine workers but the slow business 
tendency in this country has curtailed the 
consumption of coal to such an extent that 
it seems unlikely that we will experience 
any prolonged coal miners’ strike.

One of the contributing causes to this 
spirit of unrest is the high cost of living, 
and naturally the student of economic con- 
ditions seeks the cause. As has been stated 
before, the tremendous inflation of our bank 
note currency during the period of pros- 
perity prior to 1907 and the subsequent 
enormous increase growing out of the 
panic of 1907, no doubt has been an im- 
portant contributing cause, for that infla- 
tion stimulated undue business activity, a 
too rapid recovery from the shock of the 
silent panic, encouraged a period of wild 
speculation, which first manifested itself in 
the security markets and gradually worked 
into the absorption of an enormous vol- 
ume of our liquid capital in unseasoned in- 
vestments, such as irrigation bonds, utility 
projects and uncultivated lands. In the 
end most of these investments will prove 
beneficial, but it requires time to develop 
the projects to a state where the invest- 
ments are convertible. Bountiful crops 
and other creations of new wealth will ac- 
complish this end in time. 

Other contributing causes to the high 
cost of living is the change in agricultural 
conditions, increased cost of production, the 
increased demand over supply, higher cost 
of building, higher cost of distribution 
which are the natural outgrowths of the 
crowding of people into cities. Beyond a 
question the increased production of gold 
has been another potent factor for it has 
lessened the purchasing power of the dollar 
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just as has the inflation of our bank note 
circulation contributed to this end. 


But our bank note circulation inflation 
has been more an influence in our own 
country, while the increased production of 
gold has been a world-wide influence so far 
as the civilized countries are concerned. 
The increased supply of gold necessarily 
furnishes an increased basis for credit. It 
is therefore rather interesting to study con- 
ditions and to watch developments in con- 
nection with the readjustment. In other 
words it may be possible that the salaries 
and profits will have to be readjusted up- 
ward in order to bring them in a relatively 
fair proportion to the wages of organized 
labor and the return on invested capital 
and the cost of living. This is a problem 
on which even economists differ.

Nevertheless there is one development 
that must take place and which to some 
extent is being manifested at the present 
time, although there is a wide field for ex- 
pansion along that line, and that is the 
practice of economy. The American peo- 
ple as yet have not learned the lesson of 
true economy. The enormous waste of 
property and the results ot endeavor in 
this country, has been a tremendous fac- 
tor in bringing about present conditions. 
Efficiency is being strived for but we are 
far from realizing it in any high degree. 

Gold continues to go abroad. A consid- 
erable volume has been exported to South 
America for Paris and other European ac- 
count and some gold bars were taken for 
direct shipment to Paris. As was the case 
with the February shipments direct to Eu- 
rope, these bars were taken under a special 
arrangement as at the time the foreign ex- 
change rate scarcely justified the export of 
the precious metal as it afforded not only 
on profit but the shipment incurred some 
loss. It, therefore, is believed that the gold 
was taken for purposes similar to those 
which caused the February direct exports, 
probably for Italy, which because of the 
Turkish war is in need of gold. 


zere 
The investment market continues fairly 
satisfactory. The offering of Atchison 412 
divisional bonds was quickly absorbed in 
this country but the London allotment met 
with a dismal failure, the English under- 
writers being forced to take about 80 per 


cent of the $9,000,000 allotment. This was 
due to the development in the industrial 
situation abroad, the English coal strike 
causing hesitancy on the part of the Brit- 
ish investor, which also accounts for the 
unsuccessful offering of the Canadian gov- 
ernment 3%, per cent bonds. 

The demand for bonds seems to be gov- 
erned chiefly by the return on the invest- 
ment. Investors generally are insistent 
upon a yield better than 4 or 41% per cent 
and only the more attractive offerings are 
sought. Public utility bonds of the more 
seasonal character are especially in favor 
as they sell on a better investment basis. 


It is quite probable that several rail- 
roads will follow the example of the Chi- 
cago & Northwestern in attempting to sell 
higher grade issues. But an uncertainty 
regarding the absolute success in the final 
disposal of these issues, together with other 
recent evidences that the long term higher 
grade securities are not the most market- 
able at present, is likely to cause the rail- 
roads to turn more to the short term notes. 
Railroad financing necessary during the 
present year is believed only to be well be- 
gun by the large amount disposed of dur- 
ing the first two months. Bankers hold 
that the bond market and probably the 
stock market will be given sufficient sup- 
port for a considerable time to allow this 
needed financing to be carried out.

Speculation as to the form this financ- 
ing will take seems to point to short term 
notes. Investors are inclined much more 
readily to put their funds into short term 
securities than in the long term bonds, and 
naturally this must be taken into consid- 
eration by the railroads. Up to this time 
something like $100,000,000 of short term 
railroad securities have been sold or au- 
thorized this year. This figure is only about 
$125,000,000 ahead of the first two months 
of last year, hence this method of financ- 
ing has now been in vogue as long as it 
was in 1907 and 1908 although it has not 
reached the volume of that peroid. Some 
two years ago, it will be recalled, Presi- 
dent Ripley was quoted as saying that, 
unless the railroads were allowed to in- 
crease rates they would drift gradually to- 
ward bankruptcy. Possibly the investment 
public remembers this and hesitates to in- 
vest in bonds which have 50 years to run. 
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One reassuring feature, however, is that 
the railroads have disproved this prophesy 
to some extent, through the application 
of the pruning knife to their operating ex- 
penses, for they are able now to sell se- 
curities on nearly as good terms as in for- 
mer years. Popularity of the short term 
issues at the present time is further shown 
by the total amount of financing, both in- 
dustrial and railroad, arranged for since the 
first of the year. The figures show the 
vast sum of $135,000,000 which is more 
than ¥, or about 35.5 per cent of the total 
financing by means of short term notes in 
1911. If the $12,000,000 Lake Shore notes, 
renewed for one year abroad, are included in 
this year’s figures it will bring the short 
term financing during the first two months 
up to nearly $150,000,000.

Of course such financing means an early 
day of refunding and some of the financ- 
ing done last year will mature very soon. 

Some of the larger banks of New York 
and a few of those in Chicago have dis- 
posed of a considerable amount of their 
security holdings during the last 3 months. 
This is revealed by the recent report to 
the comptroller of the currency and to 
the state banking departments. But this 
should place these banks in a position to 
support the market in connection with fu- 
ture financing that is expected. It will 
also place them in a position to take on a 
considerable volume of these short term se- 
eurities in lieu of the longer term bonds 
which they bought last year. 


BANKING IN ANCIENT BABYLON 


“Recent discoveries of the wonders of 
Babylonian civilization, reenforced by the 
fruits of earlier explorations, show that 
‘Business is business’ as a rule of life is 
as old as history,” says the Accountant. 

“As far back as 2000 years before Christ 
the Babylonians had made such progress 
in commercial aptitude that special laws 
had to be framed to deal with those gentle- 
men who tried short cuts to wealth. The 


young man with expectations realized in 
those days with less regard to the sacredness 
of the person and the right to live, bor- 
rowed, as his modern prototype not infre- 
quently does to-day, from the professional 
money lender. 
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“The Babylonian merchant banked regu- 
larly and issued his brick ‘cheques’ and 
bills of exchange, and the law stepped in 
even as it does to-day, to preserve inviolate 
the rights of property. So keen were: the 
business instincts of the people that even 
the priests were not above a deal in offer- 
ings and in real estate. Indeed a great 
part of the commerce of Babylonia was con- 
centrated in-the temples. 


“The vast quantities of metals, cereals 
and other commodities which either as gifts 
to the temples or offerings to the gods 
poured in daily were sold by the priests, 
who did not neglect to get their full margin 
of profit. Business ability indeed seems 
to have been an important qualification for 
admission to the priesthood. 

“Careful accounts of revenue and expen- 
diture were kept, and these show that in- 
vestments in loans and the purchase of 
land and other profitable dealings were a 
regular part of the fiscal activities of the 
priestly establishments. 

“Perhaps the most interesting of all the 
buried records which have come to light 
are the contract tablets kept by a firm of 
bankers and money lenders known as ‘the 
sons of Egibi.’ established at Babylon be- 
fore the time of Sennacherib, probably as 
early as 1000 B. C., and which existed for 
several centuries. These ‘brick books,’ as 
they have been called, constitute the chief 
source of our acknowledge of life in ancient 
Babylon. 

“The firm of Egibi possessed enormous 
wealth and influence and have been desig- 
nated the ‘Rothschilds of the ancient 
world.’ They carried on every sort of fi- 
nancial transaction. They made loans to 
the State, as well as to private persons, 
and the finances of the court were en- 
trusted to them for several generations. 


“They also undertook what we should 
now describe as ‘agencies’ for private in- 
dividuals, and in addition to their vast 
money lending transactions must also have 
engaged in what we now term ‘banker’s’ 
business, for we know that documents ex- 
isted in those early days corresponding to 
modern checks and bills of exchange. The 
various transactions of the firm were noted 
down on clay tablets, which were stored in 
great earthenware jars for safety, and 
there they remained until they were acci- 
dentally discovered some few years ago.

Ernst Thalmann, of the banking firm of 
Landenburg, Thalmann & Co., of New 
York, died the last of February.

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The Supreme Court of the United States 
in a case against the First National Bank 
of Rapid City, S. D., has decided that 
where a claim is brought for the collection 
of usurious interest charged by a national 
bank, the time within which suit may be 
brought by the borrower is to be calcu- 
lated from the date of the actual payment 
of the usury, and not from the date on 
which the usury contract is made. 


The incorporation of the Bank of Sas- 
katchewan, Canada, with a capital of 
$1,000,000, has been approved by the bank- 
ing and commerce committee of the House 
of Commons. The head office will be at 
Moosejaw and the organizers are Henry 
Y. Smith, Richard H. Clarke, Lewis M. 
Rosevear, Harry F. Stark, Richard Loney, 
Joseph A. Caulder, J. Edward Caldwell and 
J. Wright Sifton. 


It is proposed to organize a corporation 
to conduct a general banking and foreign 
trade business between this country and 
South America under the name of the 
North and South American Banking and 
Commercial Company, Ltd., with a capital 
of $20,000,000. The company is backed by 
twenty-five leading capitalists and inter- 
ests of Buenos Ayres, Argentina, where 
the principal office will be located. An 
American branch will be opened in New 
York. 


Henry S. Fox, Sr., president and one of 
the founders of the Houston National Ex- 
change Bank of Houston, Tex., died on 
Feb, 20. He was born in Germany 78 
years ago and settled in Texas in 1851. 
After a career as a private banker, in 1889 
he helped establish the Houston National 
Bank, which became the Houston National 
Exchange in 1909. He was one of the or- 
ganizers of the Houston Clearing House 
Association and for twenty-one years was 
its president. 


Plans are under way to establish a new 
banking institution in New York to foster 
commercial and financial relations between 


this country and Hungary. This is being 
brought about by Baron Paul Kornfield of 
Budapest, managing director of the Hunga- 
rian General Credit Bank and by Otto 
Conrad representing the Hungarian Com- 
mercial Bank of Budapest. The new con- 
cern will be known as the Trans-Atlantic 
Trust Company and the initial capital will 
be $1,000,000. Several international bank- 
ers have subscribed for stock in the new 
concern, 


The completion of the merger of the 
Trust Company of America with the Equi- 
table Trust Company of New York fol- 
lowed a ratification of A. W. Krech’s prop- 
osition, In the case of this latest consol- 
idation of trust companies, there were spe- 
cial reasons for the union, as the Equitable 
was practically without a home since the 
destruction of its offices at the corner of 
Pine and Nassau streets in the great Equi- 
table Life Assurance Building fire; it 
had since been occupying temporary 
quarters at 115 Broadway. The Equita- 
ble, in taking over the magnificent build- 
ing of the Trust Company of America at 
37 Wall Street, has adequate and spacious 
quarters for the proper transaction of its 
business, and it is also ideally located in 
the heart of the financial district. This 
merger gives New York city another pow- 
erful financial institution, and makes the 
Equitable one of the strongest and largest 
trust companies in the country. It has a 
capital of $3,000,000, surplus and profits 
of $10,366,000, deposits of $71,000,000 and 
aggregate resources of close to $85,000,000. 
The company will maintain four branches, 
namely, the “Fifth Avenue,” at 618 Fifth 
Avenue; the “Colonial,” at 222 Broadway; 
in London, Eng., at 95 Gresham St., and 
in Paris, France, at 23 Rue de la Paix. 
The complete official staff consists of: Al- 
vin W. Krech, president; Frederick W. 
Fulle, Heman Dowd and Lyman Rhoades, 
vice-presidents; H. Mercer Walker, treas- 
urer; Richard R. Hunter, secretary; Her-

M. Stoll, assistant treasurers; William J. 
Eck, Lawrence Slade and Duncan P. 
Squire, assistant secretaries; Roland P. 
Jackson, trust officer; Edmund L. Judson, 
manager Colonial branch, and Ashbell 
Barney, manager Fifth Avenue branch.
